FIR Of bumbly ſhewing, That by ſad experience 

AF we doe daily finde the governement in the 

239 Church of England, by Archbiſbops, Lord 
biſbops, Deanes, & irchdeacons, with their (ourts, 
Turiſdiftions,and Adminiſtrations,by them and their 
znfer iour Officers , to be very dangerous , both to 
( burcb aud Common-wealth and to be the occafion of 
manifold grievances unto bis Ma;eſties Subjefts , in 
their conſciens es,liberties,and eſlates, 4nd likely to be 
fatall unto us in the continuance thereof. The dange= 
rous effetts of whicbLordly power in them,bave ap- 
peared intheje particulars following.

3. They do countenance and have of late encoura- 
ged Papiſts, Prieſts, and Arminian both Rookes and 
perſons. | | 

4 They binder good and godly books to be printed: 
yet they do licence to be pabliſbed , many popiſÞ , Ar- 
minian,and ether dangerous tenents. 

5. They have deformed our Churches , with popi/b 
pictures,and ſuited then with Romiſh Altars, 

6. They baveof late extolled and commended much 
tbe Church of Rome denying thePope to be Antichriſt: 
affirming che. (burch of Roms to be a irus Church 
in fundamental: . 

7 They bave prafliſed and inforced antiquated 
and obſolete ceremonies,as ſlanding as the Hymnes at 
Gloria patri, and rurning to the Baſt at ſeverall 
parts of the Divine Servite , bowing tothe Alzar, 
which they tearm the p/acc of Gods refidence upon 
earth:the reading of a ſecond ſervice as the Altar 
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and denying the boly Sacrament of che Emchariſt to 
ſuch as 5aye not come up t0 a newer Rayle before ve 
Altar. 

8. They bave made and contrived ill-gall ( anons 
and ( onſticutions , and framed a moſs pernitious and 
deſperate oath ; anoath of covennt and confederacy 
for th:ir owne Hierarchical greatne(ſe, beſide many 
other dangerous and pernicious paſſages in the ſaid

of excommunica'ign, maiing ſometimes a gaine ofit, 
ro thegreat Ziſcomfort of many poore ſoules , pho for 
w.int of minzy can zei no abſolution. 

12, They claim chtir Office and juriſdiftion to be 
jure divino,aud do'exerciſe tbe ſame(contrary to law) 
in th:ir own namss and unter their own Yeales. 

13- They receive and take upon themtemporall bo- 
pours, 
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nours,dignines places, and officesin theCimonweal; b, 


as if it were lawful for them to uſe both Swords, 

1 4. They take copniſance in their (ourts and elſe- 
where of matters determinable at the Common law. 
15. They put Miniſters upon Pariſhes, withous the 


patron,and without the peoples conſent. 


16. They do yeerly impoſe oaths upon On 
dens, t b to the moſt apparent danger of filing 1be Land 
with perjury. 

17. They do exerciſe oathesex officio in the na- 
eure of an [nquifition,even into 3h: thoughts of men. 
18. They bave apprebended men by Purſivants, 
without citation or mijfives firſt [ent : they break u» 
mens bouſes and ſtudies taking away what they pleaſe. 

19. They do awe th: Tudges of the Landwith their 
greain?ſſe, ro the inbibiting of p! obibitions , and bin- 
dring of habeas Corpus whey it is due. 

' 20, Tbey are ſrrongly ſuſpefted to be confederate 
wich the Roman patty in this Land, and with them to 
be auti:ors,contrivers or conſenters to the preſent com- 
motions in theNorth,and the rather beca.«ſe of contri- 
bution by the Clergy, by the Papiſts in the lall yeer,, 
1639. and becauſe of an il nam:d benevolence of ſx 
SuSfdies granted or intende1 to begrautedtbis preſens 
yeare t 6420. thereby and with theſe moneys ro engages 
(44 much as in rhe lay ,therwo Nations into blood.

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It is therefore humbly and earneſtly prayed that 
this Hier archicall power may be totally abrogated, if 
the wiſdome of this Honourable Houſe ſhell finde that

As ſoon as M. VVilkinſon heard theſe queſti- 
ons, Lupum auribus,he hada Wolte by the cares. 
And becaulc unto theſe captious interrogatories 
hecouldnot makeaperemptory anſwer, M Fl - 
ham would not preſent your petitioner to the 
Biſhop for ordination. 

Thus youſee ( M.YVVhite)) anew way of $i- 
mony: Impofition of hands is to be ſold , ifnot 
for money, yet to make a fide,a party, a fadtion:

I anſwer, it but 
ſo, yetitis berter then any other way. that I ſee 
yet propounded to you; far better. then the ha-

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now, and end no man knowes when. Burt Sr, I 
come in againe upon my owneground, and doe 
affirme that ab znitio n07 fuit ſic; your Biſhop of 
old was not occaſionall prove natd, and immedi- 
ately degraded,nothing ſo: bur continued a fixed 
conſtant,perpetuall moderator and preſident for 
life,unlefle outed for his own demerits. I am for 
the old way, Reaſon and Religion have allowed

Take this alſo farther to approve it. If your 
Biſhop Preſident be no conſtant, the encourage- 
ment ro Pictieand Learning will not be ſo con- 
ſtant.

That which ſticks with me is this: what 
certainty, what ſecurity ſhall [have that Learning 
and Rel:g1ion ſhall have a perpetuall maintenance, 
and a ſure reward of Honour and of Profit propor- 
tionall? you will ſay, that your Vote already 
paſſed will ſecure me; nothing ſo: You have 
indeed voted that all ibe Lands of the Deans and 
Chapters ſhall be employed to the advancement of 
L earning and Pietie. But in the meane time what 
becomes ofthe Biſhops Lands > They are Ca- 
thedrall alſo : if youtake away the preſent pro- 
prictor, what ſhall become ofthe Land? we hall 
not rifle for it;. Shall we make a gift of what is 
none of our own? or ſhall we cure the Common. 
wealth at the coſt of the Church? I heare little 
faid inthe houſe, I heare too much in private. 

Bur I proceed. This Vote (l ſay ) doth not 
ſecure me: It isroo generall.. My reaſon why 
am: nor- herewith ſatisfied is this, becauſe for 
aught this Vote expreſſeth, you may give all the 
Landto any one uſe onely, and performe your 


Vote; as for inſtance, if all the wealth of Deane- 
_ Tries: be diſtributed among the Pariſh Minifters- 


onely, your Vote is fulfilled ; But all the Learning 
and the P:etie, that we are bound to take care of,. 
is.aot thereby provided for.. 
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This ( I ſay) daththerefore ſtick with me,and 
notwithſtanding your generall Vote ſo inward- 
ly, that untill 1 doe ſee and know, how and in 
what manner the uſe and the particular diſpoſall 
of this great revenue ( both Epiſcopall and con- 
ventuall ) ſhall be, I cannot concurre to vote a- 
way the preſent poſleſſours thereof: No, nor the 
future ſucceſlours thereunto, Our Deansand Pre- 
bends as now they ftand, or rather, as they have 
of late abuſed themſelyes, arc both burdenſome 
and ſcandalous to us, and to our Religion. Yet 
I muſt looke upon their revenue, as the great re- 
ward, and powerfull encouragement of Re/igron 
and of Learning. 

Some would alter and amend theſe cloyſters, 
others would root them out; ſome would tranſ- 
ferre their wealth, butdoe not tel! me whether. 
Some would annexe all tothe Crown,to enlarge. 
theroyall revenue; Somereputing them incen- 
diaries, would out of their forfeited eſtates, pay 
our debt of promile to the Scots; Some would 
diſtribute alt that wealth among Pariſh Miniſters- 
onely; Others have mixtand different-deſignes. 
And there want not ſome who upon all theſe 


Lands doe write, Touch not, tail not, handle not ; cop. 2.2: 
you know it was urged by a worthy learned Dr. p:.Hak: 
at the barre,that of Saint Paul, Thou that abborreFt rm.22., 


Idols, committeft thou ſacriledge ? This theame 1 
moneda. 
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ſhall decline, and whatſoever my opinion be, 
whether man can give unto God a ſpeciall pro- 
perty ina peece of Land or not ; yer am [ fully 
reſolved never to alienate any of theſe revenues, 
butto mend the uſes in the way of pietie, ſo that 
this ſuppoſed danger of being ſacrilegious ſhal 
be certainly out of my doores. 

In the next place, my humble and my earneſt 
deſire is,that you wil maintaine the Pen as well as 
thePulpir,P olemie as wel as perſuaſiye learning. 
If our Cathedrals were rightly remper'd, wee 
* mighthope for admirable fruit of their reyenues. 
Yong Students in Divinity wander for want of 
manududion. Poore Chriſtians among us want 
a godly,ſob<:r,plain and pithy engliſh Paraphraſe 
upon the whole Bible. Our Nation, our Religi- 
on, and all Chriſtendome want the juſt volumans 
ofa large Latine Commentary. The body of Di- 
vinity ſhould bereducedinto a ſolid Catechiſme. 
Every hereſie mightbe choaked in its firſt breath. 
All che Fathers might be reviſed and briefly ani- 
madverfed. I cannotthink of halte the happineſle 
we might hope tor, ſolong as the rewards of 
WWiſedome are held forth to inviteand encourage 
Induſtry. Riches and honour are With me, ſaith Wiſe- 
dome, thatknew how to invite, Take then none 
of the reward away, cither of Profiz, or of Ho- 
2our; So much reward as you abate, ſo much 


induſtry 
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induſtry you looſe. Who ever went unto the. 
Heſperides onely to fight with the Dragon? onely 


for that? for yicory, and for nothing elſe > No, 
S:r, -butthere was the fruit of Gold ( Profit as 
well as Honour ) to be gained, to be atchieyed, 
and tor that the Dragon ſhall be tought wichall. 
——£ut enim dotrizam ampletiitur ip (am, 
Premia (1 tollas? 
The Lawyer, the Phyſician, the Merchang, 
through cheaper pains do uſually arrive at richer 
fortunes; And but that it pleaſeth God to worke 
inwardly, I ſhould wonder that ſo many able 
heads, ingenuous ſpirits, and induſtrious ſouls, 
ſhould joy in the continualilite long pains, and

If they will not prove, if they cannot be turned 
to be champions inthis holy warfare; then the 
rich revenue detur digniort; Let it be given to 
them that will bring forth berter fruit. Bur if 
there may be had ſuch a reduQion of them, ſuch 
a retrenching of them, nay ſuch a new forming 
ofthem, that we may be alway ſure in all Pole-

Impropriations may 
be bought in. Miniſters Widows and Orphans 
may notwith husband and father looſe all ſup- 
port. Libraries (art the publique charge) to be 
provided for every Biſhop. And ſome Colledves 
erected, and by degrees endowed for iDivines 
therein to exerciſe themſelyes, through all the 


latitude of Theology.
